S.R.O. 1070. — In exercise of the powers conferred by clause 9 of the Sugar and 
Gur Control Order, 1950, and in supersession of the Notification of the Government 
of India, Ministry of Agriculture, S.R-O. 799, dated the 25th October 1950, the 
Central Government is pleased to fix Rs. 23/- per maund of 82-2/7 lbs. as the maxi- 
mum price at which gur may be sold or delivered in the State of Bombay. 

Provided that any authority to whom powers under the said clause are delegated 
may, with the previous approval ol the Central Government, fix any higher maxi- 
plum price for any specified area or quality of gur.

Gur Control Order, 1950 and in supersession of the Ministry of Agriculture Noti- 
fication S.R.O, 922, dated the 14th November 1950, the Central Government is 
pleased to fix the price specified in Column 2 of the Schedule hereto annexed as the 
minimum price to be paid by a producer of sugar by vacuum pan process or his 
agent for sugarcane purchased by him on or after 1st November, 1950 during 
1950-51 crushing season in the State specified in the corresponding entry in Column 
1 of the said schedule.
